Independent claim 19 in Group III has the following the special technical feature 
of: lowering of the compact disc (5, 5', 5") onto the slightly curved adhesive 
coating (37) of the label (2)" (C). 

Independent claim 1 in Group I requires special technical feature A, but not B or 
C. 

Independent claim 15 in Group II requires special technical feature B, but not A 
orC. 

Independent claim 19 in Group III requires special technical feature C, but not A 
or B.
